ot Tax Receipt. 

The state’s attorney yesterday obtained a 
photograph of the alleged forged receipt held 
by Capt. Edward Williams, manager of the 
Masonic tmeple, and purporting to show that 
the taxes for 1901 on that building, amount- 
ing to $26,770.17, were paid last April. This 
marked the end of the questioning of Capt. 
Williams and officials of the Masonic Fra< rey 
ternity Temple association. Now detectives 
are gathering in those who are Believed to 
have knowledge of the tax fixing. 

Four men, aside from Attorney Owen, were 
before the state's attorney and Chief Clerk 
Becker of the county treasurer’s office, and 
were severely questioned. One of these was 
John H. Spears, an attorney with offices in 
the Borden block, who is a friend of Attorney 
Owen. Lynch Wormley, doorkeeper in the 
south town offices, came in after detectives 
had searched for him unsuceéessfully. He is 
not under suspicion, the state's attorney's 
office asserts, but was questioned as to his 
having seen the men whose names are mixed 
up with Wheeler’s in the charges. Of the 
two others questioned, one is an employé of = 
the treasurer's office and the other a friend 
of certain clerks in that department. Neither 
is suspected of playing a part with the fixing © 
clique, but each is expected to give further 
valuable information later. 


Several Others Wanted. 

Several other men were mentioned in con- 
nection with the inquiry. The state’s attor- 
ney states that he has no evidence against 
them, but that they may be questioned later. 
Those mentioned are:

President Baer was seen when the confer- 
ence was over and made the following state- 
ment: 

“ The operators are a unit in standing by 
their original position. The situation at the 
mines is improving daily.

I will say, how- 
ever, that no interference by any outside 
parties, no matter how highly we may es- 
teem the parties themselves, will have any 
effect. The matter at issue can only be set- 
tled between the operators and the miners. 


“Defending American Liberty.“ 

“The statement of Mr. Hewitt that the 
operators are ‘ defending American liberty 
exactly covers the ground. It is calm, 
logical, and ought to be convincing. It ex- 
actly represents the position of both sides 
in the controversy. I believe it will aid in 
bringing aboyt an end of the strike. I could 
not add one word to it that will help to offset 
the well meant attempt of people of high 
standing in the community, but who are not 
business men, to bring up the question of ar- 
bitration again.“ 

Mr. Baer added that this hope of arbitra- 
tion which was held out, but which had no 
foundation, had a good deal to do in pro- 
longing the strike. He said, in answer to a 
question, that President Mitchell of the 
united mine workers could gain nothing by 
coming here in the hope. of bringing up the 
question of arbitration. All the arguments 
which Mitchell could use were discussed be- 
fore the strike was declared.

the stock may be purchased by the farmers 
and butchers, but the purchaser will be com- 
pelled to sign an agreement not to sell his 
holdings without the consent of the company. 
In that way the possibility of the company 
being absorbed by the trust will be avoided. 

The present capitalization of the Lufkin 
company is $100,000. It will be allowed to re- 
main at that figure for the present, but it ul- 
timately will be increased as the business of 
the concern warrants. The capital stock of 
the packing plant, for the present, will be a 
like amount, but it Also will be increased as 
the business is built up. 

The business of the concern for the present 
will be local, but as the various buildings 
already planned are completed the concern 
will enter into the general packing business, 
with sales houses throughout the country. 


No Fear of Railroads. 


The new company has no fear of the rail- 
roads, for it has been intimated that the 
transportation companies will welcome oppo- 
sition or competition to the proposed pack- 
ing trust. Its shipping facilities will be equal 
in every way to those enjoyed by the Union 
Stockyards company. 

We are not starting out to fight the pack- 
ing trust,“ said Mr. Hately, but we are out 
for business and are going to getit. Thereis 
room for all, and we are satisfied that there 
is a good field for such a concern. We may 
associate with us some of the men who will 
be let out by the big firms which will be ab- 
corbed by the trust. 

The Chicago office of the two companies

Drag Injured Out of Train’s Way. 

The thunder of the approaching train was 
heard, and as it came to a standstill a short | 
distance down the track a score of volun- 
teers put their hands to the wrecked auto- 
mobile and raised it. The dead and dying 
were carried to the station. The two wound- 
ed women were carried to the hospital. 

Meyers, after recovering from the pain of 
his bruises and the excitement, made the 
first statement in regard to the accident. 

“ Mr. Matthews was a novice in handling 
an automobife,” he said, and I had cau- 
tioned him against speeding his machine, be- 
cause, being new, some of the parts might 
work stiffly. He was confident, however, 
that he could manage it all right, and he paid 
no attention to my advice. Isaw the danger 
the minute we came upon the bridge.“ 

Shortly before the wreck Mr. Matthews 
speeded his machine through the streets of 
Asbury Park at reckless speed. 


Physicians in Accident. 

Dr. Ashley A. Webber and Dr. Silas C. 
Blaisdell, surgeon in chief of the eastern 
district hospital, Brooklyn, figured in an 
exciting automobile accident late on Sunday 
night. * 

„Dr. Webber owns a gasctiae machine 
weighing 2,000 pounds, and he and Dr. Blais- 
dell went to Freeport, L. I. It was dark 
when they began the return journey and 
they had proceeded only a short distance’ 
when it began to rain. Dr. Webber in- 
creased the speed to ten miles an hour. 
When near Lynnbrook a one horse surrey, 
in which was a man, his wife, and four chil- 
dren, loomed in front of the big headlight of 


avenue, saw the notice of Mr. Jones’ death 
and went to central station. He had loahed 
Mr. Lee money, he said, with the prospec- 
tive commission us security and he wanted 
an investigation. 

Police Lieut. Rohan detailed Detectives 
Halpin and Hogan on the case. They soon 
found that Lee had obtained his office rent 
free and had received sums of money from 
Attorney D. R. Thomas of 67 Clark street. 
Attorney Thomas told them, too, that Lee 
owed him a large fee for representing him 
in a personal injury case. To satisfy the 
office rent and this fee Lee had given Mr. 
Thomas an assignment amounting to $1,100 
out ot his commission for the Jones deal.

Lee was in Thomas’ office at the time and 
the detectives questioned him. Lee said he 
had met Mr. Jones and his nephews at the 
Auditorium hotel, and then he told about the 
subséquent agreement to purchase the north 
side property.

It would be an intoler- 
able humiliation for us to embark on such a 
course of action as followed from our declara- 
tion of war with Spain and not make good our 
words by deeds—not to be ready to prove our 
truth by our endeavor whenever the need 


calls. 

„The good work of bullding up the navy 
must go on without ceasing. The modern 
warship cannot with advantage be allowed 
to rust in disuse. It must be used in active 
service even in time of peace. This means 
that there must be a constant replacement of 
the ineffective by the effective. The work of

t is a much easier thing to tell people 
that you have not a patent recipe that will 
save them from having to take trouble them- 
selves than it is to tell them perfectly plain, 
homely truths. It is an easier thing to make 
the promise, but it is a much uglier thing 
afterwards to carry out the promise, and on 
the whole it is not worth while making a 
‘promise if you have got to feel ashamed of 
yourself for breaking it afterwards. [Cries

Ot course, We are not to be excused if 
e do not get through the nation the best laws 
that can be obtained. Good laws can do 
something, but we must never deceive our- 
selves into the belief that the law will do 
more than let the man, after a law has been 
put upon the statute books, work out his own 
salvation.”’ 


Warm Greeting in Portland. 


The presidential party reached Portland at 
2:1 o'clock. As the train arrived at union 
station a salute of twenty-one guns was 
fired by the Portland naval reserves. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was met by Mayor Boothby 
and was introduced toa delegation including 
Thomas B. Reed, Judge William L. Putnam, 
‘Judge, Clarence Hale, ex-Gov.

‘FRENCH TREATY IS. DISPUTED. 


Arrest of Sailor at San Francisco Brings 
Question of Jurisdiction Into _ | 
United States Courts, 


San Cal, 20. — The United 14 


States courts have been called upon to de- 
termine the constftutfonality of certain pro- 
visions of the treaty between this country 
and Franet proclaimed on Aug. 12, 1858. The 
issue ‘has arisen out of the imprisonment of 
Francois Leberne, a French sailor, by Chief 
of Police Wittman in compliance with the 
request of French Consul General Henry 
Dallemagne, who invoked as authority a 
clause of the treaty which confers exclusive 
jurisdiction: over French merchant vessels

Daughter of Former Secretary of War 
Passes Away Suddenly at 
Sorrento, Me. 


Julia. Lamont, daughter ot Daniel Lamont} 
former secretary of war, died suddenly to- 
night at Sorrento. The news came as a great 
shock to the friends of the Lamonts here, for 
although it has been known that Miss La- 
mont has been in poor health for some time, 
she lately showed some improvement and 
a complete recovery was expected. 

The circumstances attending her death 
were startling. While standing with some 
friends in the corridor of the Hotel Sorrento 
yesterday at noon, Miss Lamont suddenly 
pitched forward on her face. .It was at first 
thought to be no more than a fainting fit, 
but her failure to regain consciousness 


conveyed to the Lamont cottage, which is 
close to the hotel. Dr. F. Fremont Smith 
and Dr. S. Weir Mitchell were called over 
from Bar Harbor., ‘They were somewhat in 
doubt as to the exact nature of the illness, 
but finally diagnosed it as a stroke resulting 
‘from Miss Lamont’s long continued sick- 
ness. All day Miss Lamont remained un- 


conscious. Early this afternoon she im- 
proved somewhat, but at ‘nightfall she had a 


relapse and died.

Former Prétes Professor of Sanskrit 
at University of Chicago Passes 


India. 


Word has neen received by cablegram of 
the death of Dr: A. W. Stratton at Gulmarg, 
Kashnur, India. Dr. Stratton was the reg- 
istrar. of the University of the Punjab, lo- 
cated at Lahore. In addition to his adminis- 
| trative duties he filled the chair of Sanskrit 
in. Oriental college, a part of the university. 

Dr. Stratton was called to his position in 
India in 1899. At that time he was associate 
in Sanskrit at the University. of Chicago. 
Graduating from the University of Torénto 
in 1887, he was appointed in 1898 to a fellow- 
ship in Sanskrit at Johns Hopkins univer- 
sity, which position he held until 1895. In 
that year he received his Ph. D. fr Johns 
Hopkins, and came to the University of Chi- 
cago as docent in Sanskrit. From 1896 to 
1898 he acted as assistant in Sanskrit, until, 
during the latter year, he was promoted to 
the rank of associate. In the fall of 1890 he 
left Chicago to take up his position in La- 
hore, where he learned to speak in the San- 
skrit tongue as well as in the native Hindoo- 
stanee.

JUDGE JENKINS REFUSES 
INJUNCTION FOR ER. 


Dismisses Bill Which Sought to 
North Shore Property Owners from 
Interfering with ‘Cap’n’s’ Occupancy... 


Hope of relief in the federal court was 
lost to Capt. Streeter yesterday morning 
when Judge Jenkins dismissed for want of 
‘jurisdiction the bill in which the cap’n” 
sought to restrain the north shore property 
owners from interfering with his occupancy 
of the district of Lake Michigan. 

The verbal decision of Judge Jenkins came 
so suddenly that Streeter's lawyer, J. W. 
D. Pierce, did not have an opportunity to 
introduce the numerous maps and charts 
by which he hoped to prove his claim to the 
land. When the judge said he would give 
a certificate for appeal to the United States 
Supremie court if Streeter wished it, Attor- 
ney Pierce gladly seized this chance. 

Judge Jenkins’ reasons for dismissing the 
bill were stated briefly. 

The jurisdiction of this court,“ he said, 
is prescribed by act of congress, which 
designates precisely the circumstances 
through which the United States court shall 
have authority to hear cases. Such contro- 
versies must be between aliens and citizens 
of this country or between citizens of dif- 
ferent states. 

I need not go into the controversy over 
_this land, because there is nothing stated in 
the bill of complaint to confer jurisdiction. 
On the contrary, there is evidence that 
Streeter Is a citizen of the state of Illinois. 
The motion. for an injunction is, therefore, 
denied and*the bill dismissed for want of 
jurisdiction.”

Perhaps, 
however, he will play Cesar and Brutus on 
alternate fights. The New York papers seem 
to think otherwise, but it may be that they 
are being hoaxed. The alternate night idea 
is practicable. The only difficulty. will be 
that the public wilf have a chance to com- 
pare Mr. Mansfield’s work with that of the 
actor who relieves Hm.

canal insurgent and government forces will 
disband and g to work on ic.

CHICAGO TO NEW YORK AGAIN. 

On the second day of next month another 
Chicago idea will take root in New York. 
Uyfavorable as the soil may be, the idea

exetic. “Oourt of Special Sessions, First 
Division, of the City of New York, Chil- 
dren’s Part,” is the name which the idea 
gets in its new home. In some respects 
there will be a difference between the Chil- 
diren’s court of New York and the Juvenile 
tourt of Chicago. Here the court sits only 
twice a week, once for dependents and once 
for delinquents. There it will sit every day. 
Here there is one particular judge to-whom 
child cases are almost exclusively confided. 
There each special sessions judge will take 
his turn on the Children's court bench. it 
is also interesting to note that the close 
connection here between the Juvenile court 
and the Visitation and Aid society will he 
paralleled there by a connection between 
the Children’s court and the Society for the 


Prevention of Cruelty to Children, known 


locally and familiarly as the Gerry society. 
The Gerry society will look after the chil- 
Aren while they are waiting for trial and 
will have a good deal to do with children 
who have been let out on probation. 

The establishment of the New York Chil- 
ens court calls public attention to the 


| | -fapid spread of the juvenile court system. 
on the first day of July, 1899, that 


the Tirst juvenile court law, that of Illi- 
nois, went into effect. Now there are similar 
jaws in Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, New 
York, New -Jersey, Indiana, Missouri, 
‘Maryland, Colorado, and Washington, D. C. 
Farther, in some cities where organization 
under a state law is impossible, still an effort 
is made to effect a more complete separa- 
tion of juvenile from adult offenders.

When a great corporation is sued 
for violating the anti-trust law it is not a move 
against property; it is a move in favor of proper- 
ty, because when you can make it evident that 
all men, big and small alike, have to obey the 
law you are putting the safeguard of law around 
all men. When you make it evident that no man 
shall be excused for violating the law you make 
it evident that every man will be protected from 
violation of the law. 


This is a view of the case whichthe men 
prominent in great railroad and industrial 


combinations created for purposes whith 


the law condemns as illegal should accept. 
If they demand exemption from the opera- 
tion of the law when it declares illegal acts 
which they from a business point of view 
consider eminently commendable, they will 
awaken bitter and lasting animosities. The 
men to whom the president addresses him- 
self are nowise slow to ask for the protec- 


tion of the law when their rights are at- 
dy to respect | 


tacked. They should be tea 
the rights of the community or of individual 
members of the community. 4 
To all who are violating the anti-trust 
laws the president says, As far as the 
“laws go they will be enforced.” No suit 
will be begun unless the attorney general 
believes there is a violation of the law which 
can be got at, “ and when the suit is under- 
“taken it won't be compromised except 
“onthe basis that the government wins.“ 


The men who intimate that when the 


president orders suits under the anti-trust 


laws he is “ against property,” and the men 
‘who insinuate that such suits are begun 
merely for the sake of appearances have 


their answer. 


A decision has just been handed down 


in/the Appellate division of the New York 


Supreme court which declares in effect that 
gross. extravagance and even forgery com- 
mitted by a wife to raise money do not con- 
stitute cause for a limited divorce even in 
that state. In discussing the case, Justice 
Spring said: A husband takes a wife for 


‘better or worse, and because she does not 


conform her expenditures to his notions of 
economy is not a ground for casting her from 
him.“ : 

Several other significant decisions have 
recently been made in that state. One af- 
firmed the right of the wife to open and read 
her husband’s letter® Another justified 
her in taking snakes to bed with her. Still 
another was that a husband must put up 
with a singing servant girl if his wife 
made no complaint. And it was only the 
other day that a judge pronounced the hus- 
band had no right to spank his wife when 
she misbehaved. In the case first mentioned 
the highest tribunal in the state for the first 
time has opened wide the doors of domestic 
unhappiness and discord, and invited the 
wife to go in and do her worst, merely be- 
cause at a time of mad infatuation the 
helpless man agrees to take the woman 
for better or worse, believing there can be no 
worse. | 

The complete bearings of this decision 
ean only be fully realized when it is con- 
sidered that the court makes no reservation 
and lays down no limitation. It coldly 
tells the husband he took the wife for bet- 
ter or for worse and without any conditions 
either way. If she is all “ better,” that is 
his geod fortune and he gets what he bar- 
gained for. If she is all worse that is 


his. misfortune, but still he gets what he 
bargained for. 25 


This being the legal view of the situa- 
tion in New York, young persons in that 
state contemplating marriage should give 
the matter serious consideration, especially 
young men of a thrifty and economical dis- 
position, lest “the evil days come,” when 
they shall say they “ have no pleasure in 
them.” It should be possible to devise regu- 
lar business contracts which should define 
just what degrees of worse the man 
must put up with. Hard times are com 
for the tyrant man.

Some 
of the Pennsylvania sympathizers with the 
United Mineworkers are resolved that the 
innocent shall suffer for the sins of the 
guilty. Employers“ “ blacklists "’ have been 
unsparingly criticised by organised labor.“ 
As it cannot consistently condoné “ blacklist- 
ing when resorted to by union men or 
sympathizers with union men, perhaps Presi- 
dent Mitchell and other officers of the United 
Mineworkers’ organization will condemn 
unqualifiedly the harsh, unmanly action of 
the township school board. However high 
passions may run in labor controversies, both 
sides shduld refrain from striking at unof- 
fending women.

It can be substituted for gutta percha in the 

eture of cables and golf bails. At 
the same time “ itean be produced at a frac- 
tion of the coat ot᷑ rubber. 

‘The moral is clear. ‘As fortunes have 
been made out of the gutta percha trade in 
the Guienas and in the Orinoco valley, for-

tunes ought to be made out of the balata 
trade in the provinces of Para and Amazo- 
nas. Expert skill is necessary. The man 
who taps the balata tree must go at his task 
in a quite different way from that employed 
by the man who taps other kinds of sapota- 
ceous trees. Balata bleeding ig a trade 
by itself. The balata “ bleeder must have 
had special training and experience. Plenty 
of bleeders can be found, however, and 
Mr. Kenneday thinks that “ it only requires 
some capital and practical knowledge of the 
business to develop one of the greatest in- 
dustries in Brazil.“ It may be said that 
supply in this case will not have to languish 
because of u lack of demand. The cable 
companies have been saying a good deal 


lately about not being able to get enough- 
gutta percha.

THE “TAX FIXERS.” 


There have been many conjectures as to 
the extent of the operations of the alleged 
tax fixers,” but little definite information 


has been given the public. All that is posi- 


tively known is that there is a controversy 
over the genuineness of one tax receipt. If 
the tax books have been doctored so as to 
show that taxes in reality uncollected have 
been collected, the fact that a fraud has 
been perpetrated somewhere will become 
apparent when the county collector settles 


up the books. If there is any discrepancy | 


between the actual collections and the 
amount which the books show has been col- 
lected he will have to make the amount good. 
The public will not be a loser. No proof 
has been presented as yet that assessments 
have been fraudulently altered on the books 
so that the owners of the property may get 
off with lower taxes. 3 
There is reason to believe that some would- 
be dishonest taxpayers may have been bled 
by men who promised for.a monetary con- 
sideration to reduce assessments or to fix up 
the collector’s books so the taxpayers might 
appear to have paid their taxes when they 
had not done so, and then failed to carry 
out the corrupt bargain after they had been 
paid their price. The taxpayer who has 
made a dishonest agreement of this kind 
does not dare to complain when he finds out 
that he has been cheated. It is only an 
assumption, but it is a reasonable assump- 
tion, that a good many people who fancied 
they could make cheating thrive have fallen 
into the hands of nien sharper than them- 
selves and been fleeced. 
Nobody compassionates the man who tries 


to cheat and is cheated. The popular ver- 


dict is, “ Served him right.” But in order 
that other taxpayers may not be led into 
temptation nothing should be omitted. to 
unearth, expose, and punish, if possible, 
the fellows who have been getting money 
under false pretenses—pretending that they 
can manipulate assessment and tax books.

London, 
for the governorship of the Isle of Man, 
which carries with it an official residence, a 
salary ot about $10,000 a year, sundry allow- 
ances, and few expenses. The Isle of Man, 
famous for fhe production of Manse cats 
and Hall Caine is, as every one knows, sit- 
uated in the Irish sea, about equidistant from 


England, Scotland, and Ireland, and for three 


centuries in times gone by was subject to 
Norwegian rule. Then it passed to the crown 
of Scotland, was seized by King Henry IV. 
of Englana, and was bestowed by him upon 
the Stanley family. For the following three 
centuries the sovereignty of the island be- 
longed to the earis of Derby, who conse- 
quently included among their titles that of 
king of the Isle of Man. On the death ot the 
tenth earl in 1736. without male issue, the 
earldom ot Derby went to his next male heir, 
a cousin, but the sovereignty of the Isle of 
Man went to his heir general, the then duke 
of Atholl, from whose only child, a daughter, 
the English crown purchased it in 1766 for 
a sum of $400,000. Since then it has been 
admihistered by a governor and an independ- 
ent legislature consisting of two branches, 
the council and the house of keys.

It. was first borne by Prince William of 
Orange, after he had brought the insurrec- 
tion of the Netherlands against Spain to a 
successful conclusion, and won for them 
freedom from Spanish thraldom. The prov- 
inces which had thus won their independ- 
ence formed themselves into a species of 
republic, with the prince of Orange as its 
head, with this title of Stadhouder.’’ 

When Prince William’ was murdered his 
eldest son, Maurice, was elected by the 
states general, that is to say by the national 
diet of the Netherlands, stadhouder in 
his stead. In course of time the dignity 


was made hereditary in the Orange-Nassau 


family, and was combined with the title 
of general admiral of the union, the union 
later consisting of the seven separate states 
of the Netherlands, and it remained as such 
til the seizure of Holland by France atthe 
ose of the eighteenth century. 
After the overthrow of Napoleon in 1815, 
however, the house of Orange-Nassau was 
restored to power in the Netherlands, the 
hereditary dignity of stattholder being 
transformed into the hereditary.dignity of 
king. From that time forth the title of. 
stattholder has been allowed to lapse by the 


house of Orange-Nassau, and it is now re- 


vived after a lapse of néarly ninety years 
by the octogenarian grand duke of Luxem- 
burg in favor of his only son. t

There is no other royal house in the old 
world that either uses at present or has 
employed in the past this title of statt- 
holder, which may be translated as holder 
of the state.“ 

True Prince Herman of Hoffeniohe, the head 
of the princely house of that name and the 
governor general of Alsace-Lorraine, is 
sometimes described as the stattholder of 
these two provinces or of the reichsland. 
But this is not his official title, nor is it cor- 


rect. 
- Strictly he is styled the “‘lieuten- 
ant of the emperor in Alsace-Lorraine. 
These two provinces, wrested from the 
French in the war of 1870, belong not to 
Prussia but to the entire confederation of 
sovereign states known as the German em- 
pire and of which the rulers of Prussia are 
the hereditary presidents with the title-of 
German emperor.”’ 
It is as president of the confederation that 
Emperor William is intrusted with the ad- 
ministration of these two provinces for the 
benefit of the confederation, and in its name, 
and Prince Hohenlohe is deputed to act as 
his delegate and lieutenant.

dren will be advised to carry water to the 


Schools.“ 

One comparatively simple plan for boiling 
and cooling the water which has been consid- 
ered is to use an ordinary heating plant and 
cool the water in a coil of pipes. The plan 
contemplates the use of an ordinary tank and 
coil of pipes for the boiling: From the tank 
the hot water is to flow through a perfor- 
ated tube in which ite fall will be broken by 
slides, and in which it will be exposed to the 
air. It then is to flow into another coil in 
which its temperature will be reduced to a 
palatable degree. 

The method is said to be inexpensive and 
practicable. Other plans have been congid- 
ered, and all the correspondence of the board 
of education during the period of similar 
trouble .six years ago has been gone over 
in —— of finding some solution of the diffi- 
culty.
